King know, what are the Meaſures of his Government, the Voice 
and Intereſt of his People, that ſo Juſtice and Mercy may prevail a- 
gainſt ;legal Courſes and his flattering Minions, and that the Rzg hes of.

Sir, You know theſe things, you cannot pleadignorance, nor can 
you believe Abdication : You know the treatment the King had from 
the P. of Orange and'bis ownSubjeCts, and cannot believe he volun- 
taiily reſigned. Are mot then ow fadges, our Turies, our Fleets, and 
cur Armies, guilty of Murther, in oppofing King Jamev's Return ? Don't 
10ur Queen liſt ſo many Aſſaſſins, whilſf ſhe Commiſſiins them for that 
pu pre? Is it not as wnlawful to fteal a Crown as a Irifle ? And till 
they have recanted all the falſe Accuſations which were countenanced by 
the Prince of Orange and his Princeſs, and were ivſtrumental towards 
the getting of theſe Crowns, do they not violate the Ninth Commandment, 
as well as covet their Neigbbours (their-Fathers) Goods ? The Civil and 
Natural Obligations the Prince and Prmceſs of Orange have to King 
Tames aggravate their Crime ; and, if it were not almoſt levity to 
lay ſo here, I would add as another aggravation, their having cc- 
V<ted too many of King Fames's Servants.
